The Veteran of the month 
for December 2022 is Dou- 
glas Randall Simpson, born 
September 2,1950 in Detroit 
Michigan to parents Gray- 
don Douglas and Shirley 
Anne Wright Simpson. 
Doug attended Northville 
Schools, graduating in the 
class of 1969. On August 8, 
1971, Doug enlisted in the 
United States Navy. After 
Basic Seamanship Training, 
and advanced schooling in 
Electrical Repair, he was as- 
signed to the USS Constella- 
tion CVA-64, with sea duty 
off the coast of Vietnam. 
After boarding the ship, he 
was assigned to the Power

Shop’s Heavy Power Gang, 
who maintained Ventilation 
Systems, Deck Winches, An- 
chor Windlass Motors and 
other 440 Volt Equipment. 
During his service aboard 
the USS Constellation, Doug 
received numerous Per- 
formance Commendations 
stating: “EM3 Simpson is an 
extremely hard working and 
conscientious Electrician, 
who can always be depended 
upon to get the job done. He 
is loyal, dependable, enthu- 
siastic and energetic in the 
performance of his duties.” 
On August 1, 1973, having 1 
year 4 months and 14 days 
overseas duty aboard the 


USS Constellation, at Naval 
Station, San Diego, Califor- 
nia, Doug was given an Hon- 
orable Discharge and 
released from active duty re- 
ceiving these medals: The 
National Defense Service 
Medal. Vietnam Service 
Medal; Republic of Vietnam

Doug returned home to 
Northville, Michigan, joined 
the US Naval Reserves and 
soon moved to Midland, 
Michigan, where he worked 
at the Midland Area Hospi- 
tal as an Electrician. There 
he met and later married 
Kimberly Rae Rowe on May 
38, 1975. In 1979 they moved 
to Charlevoix, Michigan and 
opened Simpson Electric, 
Inc. where they made many 
long-time friends. Doug had 
a passion for sailing. He 
and Kim would spend many 
days sailing their numerous 
sailboats to favorite places 
like Beaver Island and the 
North Channel in Canada. 
He participated in many 
Chicago to Mackinaw and 
Port Huron to Mackinaw 
races, and was active in the 
Charlevoix Yacht Club for 
many years, serving as its 
Commodore in 1992. 

On July 4, 2022, Douglas 
Randall Simpson answered 
the final call and is being 
honored by his wife Kim 
and family.

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to no COVID restrictions, 
and the economy saw its 
traditional summer 
tourism season which de- 
creased unemployment and 
pulled individuals into the 
work force. The regional 
labor force partially 
bounced back from 2021 
lows, but it is still markedly 
lower than pre-pandemic 
levels and will likely re- 
main so. 

Residents of Northern 
Lower Michigan are famil- 
iar with the swell of eco- 
nomic activity that 
happens every summer, 
and this year was no differ- 
ent. The summer season 
pulled thousands of work- 
ers into the labor force and 
drove down the monthly 
unemployment rate. Table 
1 reveals that seasonal un- 
employment fluctuations in 
2022 are on par with previ- 
ous years. 

Prior to the pandemic, 
Antrim, Charlevoix, and 
Emmet Counties typically 
fluctuated between eight 
and five percent unemploy- 
ment while Cheboygan 
fluctuates between five and 
fifteen percent unemploy- 
ment. It is important to 
note that many economists 
argue that between three 
and six percent unemploy- 
ment to be full employment 
and not particularly con- 
cerning. This is because 
there are always some 
workers who may be tem- 
porarily unemployed, as 
they move from one job to 
the other or for other rea- 
sons. While this cycle is fa- 
miliar to many residents, it 
is a key metric to advocate 
for a twelve-month econ- 
omy in the region. To im- 
prove quality of life and 
create economic opportuni- 
ties for locals, more must 
be done to stabilize the an- 
nual fluctuations in unem- 
ployment. 

In 2022, the combined 
labor force of Antrim,

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Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
and Emmet Counties grew 
from 46,085 workers in Jan- 
uary to 54,319 workers at its 
peak in July. Figure 1 re- 
veals that much of that 
growth was concentrated in 
Emmet County which 
added 2,773 workers be- 
tween January and July. 

In that same time frame, 
Antrim County added 1,723; 
Charlevoix County added 
1,905; and Cheboygan 
added 1,833. This growth is 
routine as high school and 
college students, local sea- 
sonal workers, and tran- 
sient seasonal workers 
enter the labor force to 
meet increased demand. 

While the seasonal cycles 
of 2022 seem to be back to 
normal, the total number 
of workers was not. Figure 
2 shows the total monthly 
labor force of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
and Emmet Counties from 
2018 to 2022. It reveals a 
markedly smaller work- 
force during and after the 
pandemic than in years 
prior. 

Between 2014 and 2019, 
the regional labor force 
would routinely rise from 
approximately 50,000 in 
January to over 56,000 in 


July. The light blue line 
representing 2021 shows an 
approximately 6.5% reduc- 
tion in the workforce fol- 
lowing the pandemic. While 
the orange line represent- 
ing 2022 shows the labor 
force grew from 2021, it is 
still below pre-pandemic 
levels. At its peak in July, 
the 2022 workforce was still 
2,413 workers smaller than 
in 2018. It is unlikely that 
the labor force will return 
to its pre-pandemic levels 
due to a combination of fac- 
tors. The pandemic caused 
many people close to retire- 
ment age to retire early due 
to health concerns and a 
booming stock market. The 
region has an aging popula- 
tion which means an in- 
creasing number of people 
are exiting the workforce 
and there are fewer young 
people to fill seasonal roles 
and eventually fully enter 
the workforce. The local 
housing market poses a 
barrier to out-of-area work- 
ers looking to move here. 
Challenges accessing and 
affording childcare have led 
to many parents electing to 
exit the labor force or work 
part-time to care for their 
children. This combination 
of factors points toward a 


“new normal” like the re- 
gion experienced this sum- 
mer, with establishments 
competing for limited work- 
ers, reducing business 
hours, and struggling when 
students return to school. 
A new normal poses a 
threat to the continued suc- 
cess of local businesses in 
all sectors, and by exten- 
sion the overall health of 
local communities. 
Northern Lower Michi- 
gan needs to begin an 
earnest discussion around 
talent attraction and reten- 
tion to address current and 
continued labor challenges. 
To kickstart this conversa- 
tion, the 2023 Northern 
Lakes and Economic Sym- 
posium will focus on talent 
attraction and retention. 
Symposium attendees will 
hear from state officials 
and experts with a deep un- 
derstanding of how to at- 
tract and retain talent. 
Through keynote speakers 
and breakout sessions, at- 
tendees will have the op- 
portunity to examine talent 
challenges through global, 
community, industry clus- 
ter, and business lenses.

He said the Wheelway re- 
pair is a popular topic 
among Bay Harbor resi- 
dents and merchants, many 
of whom hope to see a fix in 
the near future. 

“People ask me often 
about it - what the plans are 
and what’s happening,” 
Brya said. “They’re not too 
thrilled about the (unoffi- 
cial) detour route on the 
US. 31 shoulder. But, they 
would love to see the Wheel- 
way reconstructed in its 
original location, if that’s 
feasible. 

“Having the Wheelway 
open, so people can ride and 
walk to Bay Harbor, is defi- 
nitely a benefit,” he contin- 
ued. “The bike and foot 
traffic is great, especially 
the bikes. It’s a huge re- 
source for our community.” 

But, of course, not every- 
one feels that way. Trail de- 
velopment - whether new 
trail or rail-trail, often 
sparks pushback from prop- 
erty owners and other 
stakeholders. 

According to Andrea La- 
Fontaine, executive director 
of the Michigan Trails and 
Greenways Alliance 
(MTGA), common com- 
plaints about trail develop- 
ment often revolve around 
liability, trespassing, and 
safety. Cost of maintenance 
is another rebuttal, with 
people wondering, ‘How can 
we maintain the trails if we 
can’t fix the roads?’ 

TOMTC Executive Direc- 
tor Brent Bolin was quick to 
answer that question. “It’s a 
fallacy to pit trails against 
other community priorities 
such as roads, public safety, 
schools, housing, etc. First 
off,” he said, “these commu- 
nity amenities don’t actu- 
ally compete because the 
state and federal dollars 
that are critical to all these 
projects come from differ- 
ent sources. 

“Tn other words,” Bolin 
continued, “you can’t pay 
for trails with school 
money, and vice versa. Sec- 
ond, and perhaps most im- 
portant, is that a thriving 
community needs all of 
these investments and not 
recognizing that is a failure 
of vision. We can do more 
than one thing, and make 
thriving communities 
where people can live, work, 
and play.” 

This enhancement of a 
community’s public spaces 
based on resident’s ideas 
and assets is known as 
placemaking - a specialty of 
Michelle Archie, a consult- 
ant with the San Francisco- 
based Harbinger 
Consultancy. In July, 
Archie hosted a webinar 
that featured some interest- 
ing statistics and anecdotes 
about different American 
trail communities. 

“Research and plain old 
observation suggest that 
trails can affect business lo- 
cation decisions, business 
expansion, and new busi- 
ness formation,” Archie ex- 
plained. “This can be seen 
especially in communities 
that have decided to lever- 
age their trail proximity - or 
create it for themselves.” 

The Wheelway’s washout 
section notwithstanding, 
Petoskey has aimed to do 
just that - create it for them- 
selves. And it seems to be 
working - not just here, but 
across the state. Michigan’s 
rich natural, cultural and 
recreational opportunities - 
trails included - are proving 
to be potent economic driv- 
ers. 

A recently released study 
of 2021 economic trends by 
the U.S. Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Analysis revealed 
that outdoor recreation in 
Michigan contributed $10.8 
billion to the economy, sup- 
ported 109,000 jobs, and 
yielded $5 billion in wages. 

“That’s a path we want to 
stay on,” Bolin concluded.

AND ACRONYMS

Real estate ads are 
usually full of 
acronyms and terms 
that are unfamiliar to 
first-time buyers. 
Here's a cheat sheet to 
let you in on the lingo. 

4B/2B -- four bed- 
rooms and two bath- 
rooms. "Bedroom" 
usually means a 
sleeping area witha 
window and a closet, 
but the definition 
varies in different 
places. A "full bath- 
room" is a room with 
atoilet,asink anda 
bathtub. A "three- 
quarter bathroom" 
has a toilet, a sink and 
a shower. A "half 
bathroom" or powder 
room has only a toilet 
and a sink. 

assum. fin. -- as- 
sumable financing 

closing costs -- the 
entire package of mis- 
cellaneous expenses 
paid by the buyer and 
the seller when the 
real estate deal closes. 
These costs include 
the brokerage com- 
mission, mortgage-re- 
lated fees, escrow or 
attorney's settlement 
charges, transfer 
taxes, recording fees, 
title insurance and so 
on. Closing costs are 
generally paid 
through escrow. 

CMA -- comparative 
market analysis or 
competitive market 
analysis. ACMA isa 
report that shows 
prices of homes that 
are comparable toa 
subject home and that 
were recently sold, 
are currently on the 
market or were on the 
market, but not sold 


within the listing pe- 
riod. 

contingency -- a 
provision of an agree- 
ment that keeps the 
agreement from being 
fully legally binding 
until a certain condi- 
tion is met. One exam- 
ple is a buyer's 
contractual right to 
obtain a professional 
home inspection be- 
fore purchasing the 
home. 

dk -- deck 

expansion pot'l -- 
expansion potential 
mean that there's 
extra space on the lot 
or the possibility of 
adding a room or even 
an upper level, sub- 
ject to local zoning re- 
strictions. 

fab pentrm -- fabu- 
lous pentroom, a 
room on top (but 
under the roof) that 
has great views 

FDR -- formal din- 
ing room 

fixture -- anything 
of value that is per- 
manently attached to 
or a part of real prop- 
erty. (Real estate is 
legally called "real 
property," while mov- 
ables are called "per- 
sonal property.") 
Examples of fixtures 
include installed wall- 
to-wall carpeting, 
light fixtures, window 
coverings, landscap- 
ing and so on. Fix- 
tures are a frequent 
subject of buyer and 
seller disputes. When 
in doubt, get it in 
writing.
